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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The newly added Claims 8-10 raise new issues that would require further consideration and/or search. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The allegation on page 6 of the remarks that 
Dulebohn does not disclose a flexible shaft is incorrect. The tip 50 must be flexible since is used inside a body and the tip is small in the 
diameter (Col. 5, lines 40-42). In addition, the tip 50 is long and slender, so it inherently has some measure of flexibility. Applicant should 
be noted that Applicant did not explicitly define how flexible the shaft should be. The tip 50 must be flexible or capable of bending without 
breaking. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the 
features upon which applicant relies (i.e., the shaft of the present filter retrieval system must be flexible to follow body passageway, without 
needing surgical access) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations 
from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). The 
allegation on page 7 of the remaks that the loop end 66 of Dulebohn cannot be pulled into any space inside the shaft that is distal of the 
side opening 64 is incorrect. As shown in Figures 12-14, the loop 66 of the retrieval element 52 is longitudinally movable among a range of 
positions, including the position of the shaft opening and the position of the internal space proximal to the side opening 64. In addition, 
there is an internal space distal of the side opening 64 inside the shaft 60 as shown in Figure 16. The internal space distal of the side 
opening 64 is shown to be able to fit the loop 66. Therefore, the loop of the retrieval element 52 is capable of moving into the internal 
space distal of the side opening 64. 
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
